Mom, daughter busted 

Child, 2, at home when police arrest trio on methamphetamine charges

A Lawrenceburg mother and 
daughter were among three 
people charged last Wednesday 
afternoon with possession of 
methamphetamine, according to 
court documents. 

Dusty L. Dizney, 42, and her 
daughter, Lauren Dizney, 19, 
of 419 East Court St. were each 
charged with first-degree pos¬ 


session of a controlled substance 
and possession of drug parapher¬ 
nalia. 

The third person, Anthony D.

Judge-executive 
stops peforming 


marriages 

Gritton says gay wedding ruling 


has made issue too devisive

Anderson County Judge-Executive Orbrey 
Gritton confirmed last week that he will no lon¬ 
ger perform marriages following the Supreme 
Court decision that legalized same-sex weddings 
in all 50 states. 

Gritton, who 
is not statutorily 
required to perform 
marriages, said he 
has performed them 
since taking office in 
January but the rul¬ 
ing prompted him to 
stop. 

“I did so before 
it became such a 
divisive issue,” Grit¬ 
ton said in an email 
to The Anderson 
News. “It is my wish 
to serve my com¬ 
munity and all of 
its citizens from a 
totally unbiased 
perspective, and I 
believe the only way 
to accomplish that is 
to not perform marriages at all. 

“Any other stance on my part would likely 
result in a feeling of alienation for a segment of 
the citizenry and that should not be a position 
that I, as county judge-executive, place the mem¬ 
bers of my community in. 

“All citizens of this community should know 
and feel that they are represented in the office 
of the county judge-executive fairly - just as they 
are. And, as this is not a mandated function of 
the office I hold, this is the best alternative for 
my community.” 

Gritton joins a growing list of judge-executives

Covington was surprised 
over the Independence Day 
week when four of the men 
he served with in the Viet¬ 
nam War decided to visit him 
at his Lawrenceburg home. 

The men came from all 
over the country, making 
over 1,000-mile journeys to 
see him. Covington’s friends 
carried with them old photo¬ 
graphs, memories of the war 
and a strong bond of brother¬ 
hood. 

Russell “Huck” Huckleber¬ 
ry had not seen Covington in 
44 years and made the trip on 
his motorcycle from Phoenix, 
Arizona to see his old friend, 
braving the rainstorms on his 
way through Kentucky. 

“It’s important to get 
together and it’s fun to see 
how everyone has changed,” 
he said. “We are a lot bigger 
in the middle than we used 
to be.” 

Bob Kleinert, who drove 
from Salt Lake City, Utah said 
he made the trip because it 
was still important to look out 
for one another. 

“We get sick and we call 
one another to see how we are 
doing,” he said. “We stay in 
touch.” 

Art Krause, who drove 
from Wisconsin, said it was 
neat to look back on old pho¬ 
tos and remember the times 
together during Vietnam. 

“When you get older your 
memory goes and you can’t 
remember as much,” he 
said. “Or your brain has just 
blocked it out for you.” 

Covington, Huck, Kleinert 
and Krause were all in the 
same platoon in Vietnam 
where they were in charge 
of driving trucks filled with 
supplies to different areas of 
the country. 

The friends were young 
men during the war and 
faced the challenges of war 
together. 

“We saw some bad stuff,” 
said Kleinert. “We were 
hungry and it was bad some¬ 
times.” 

Some of their favorite 
memories of each other have 
little to do with war or their 
duties during their time in 
Vietnam.

They spoke mostly about 
things that reminded them 
of home.

“They used to always be

“They were 
waiting for me to open then 
and share.” 

Krause said the guys would 
tease him about the letters 
he wrote to his high school 
sweetheart. 

“The jokes on them, 
though,” he said. “I married 
her and she became my wife. 
We were married up until she 
passed away a few months 
ago.” 

Covington said sharing was 
a way of life there, whether 
it was food or stories from 


home. 

“And when we got to go 
home before some of the 
other guys,” said Covington, 
“we would 
share again. 

We would 
leave stuff 
we had 
behind so 
that they 
could use 
it and sur¬ 
vive.” 

Worry¬ 
ing about 
the man 
beside you never stopped, 
explained Huck. 

“We keep up with each 
other and make sure we are 
doing OK. Some of us have 
medical problems because of 


the war and we are there for 
one another.” 

It’s about the sacrifice, the 
veterans said. 

Jerry Cox, 
who drove 
from Illi¬ 
nois to visit 
Covington 
last week 
, said even 
though he 
wasn’t in 
Vietnam 
with Cov¬ 
ington the 
high school 
friends stayed in touch all 
throughout the war through 
letters and then afterward. 

Cox and Covington enlisted 
together, but Cox served in 
Germany. 


“We worried about each 
other,” said Cox. “We enlisted 
together, went through boot 
camp together. We went 
through it all together. We 
were friends in high school 
and we have been friends 
since then.” 

Krause said people could 
never understand the bond 
unless they have been 
through it. 

“We covered each other’s 
backs over there,” Krause 
explained. “That kind of bond 
is a lifelong bond.” 

Covington said the friends 
have continued to be there 
for one another.

session of a firearm by a convicted 
felon. 

Stowers is the chief executive 
officer of Continental Maintenance 
Specialties Inc., and was doing busi¬ 
ness with the Warsaw Community 
School System, according to TV sta¬ 


tion WNDU in Indiana. 

According to the business’ website, 
it is located on at 2013 Fortune Drive 
in Lawrenceburg. A phone number 
listed on that website was not in ser¬ 
vice as of Monday afternoon. 

Stowers was allegedly providing 
kickbacks to Gregory Schroeder, the 
school district’s former head of build¬ 
ings and grounds. 

Stowers was indicted in Indiana on 
charges that include corrupt business 


influence, bribery, official miscon¬ 
duct and theft. He was arrested by 
the Kentucky State Police at his resi¬ 
dence last Thursday on a warrant out 
of Kosciusko County, Indiana. 

The TV station reports that Schro¬ 
eder personally received approxi¬ 
mately $115,620 in illicit kickbacks, 
including the motorcycle, between 
2006 and 2012. 

Purchases from Continental Main¬ 
tenance Specialties occurred annu¬ 


ally from 2005 to 2014. It is estimated 
Schroeder over-purchased items from 
Continental Maintenance Specialties 
Inc. in the amount of $828,151.34. 

The business’ website says it is a 
local, family-owned business with 
more than 20 years of experience, and 
that it offers a wide variety of spe¬ 
cialty chemicals for schools, hospitals, 
nursing homes, municipalities and 
universities.

Old paper not kind 
to Bourbon Trail 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

Did you know Lawrenceburg used to have two newspa¬ 
pers? 

Neither did I until I stumbled across the digital archive of 
a publication that existed around the turn of the last century 
oddly titled “It.” 

And let me tell you, “It” was a veritable hoot not 
only for it’s name but for some of the content “It” 
included. 

From openly rooting for a tip on a local man’s 
death to be true to a rather harsh reference to what 
we today call the Bourbon Trail, the paper was long 
on opinion and advertising and somewhat loose 
with what today would be considered facts. 

An issue from Dec. 18,1902, featured a news arti¬ 
cle headlined “Tom Allen Gets Properly Dehorned.” 

In it, the paper receives a tip that Allen was killed 
in what appeared to be a drunken brawl, only to 
find out later that he survived. 

“Were it true that the good die young, we would only remem¬ 
ber Tom as an infant, for, if there ever was a good for nothing [N 
word] on earth, it was Tom Allen,” the paper wrote. 

“It” went on to describe the brawl, which featured a couple 
of local fellows tooling up on Tom with beer bottles outside of a 
saloon. 

“Harry and Clarence Miller, who, with beer bottles as rac¬ 
quets and Tom’s head as a ball, gave a very fine exhibition of 

ping-pong,” the story says. 

For their efforts, the Miller boys 
were each fined $25 by Judge Walk¬ 
er, along with costs. 

With Christmas just around the 
corner, “It” was lousy with ads by 
local merchants, along with admo¬ 
nitions from the paper’s editor 
about how to properly celebrate 
the holiday. 

Beneath a half page ad for J.B. 
Black in Van Buren that promoted 
everything from groceries, harness¬ 
es, wagons and cloaks appeared a 
remarkably cutting diatribe about 
how some Kentuckians celebrated “Xmas,” the paper’s obvious 
attempt to take Christ out of the holiday... I guess. 

“In the Western States, Xmas day is the day of all days for the 
suspension of all business,” the paper said. “The pulpit of every 
church is occupied upon that day to the most able ministers. 

“In Kentucky, we build bonfires, fire cannons, fire anvils, 
have fireworks and fire-water, which bring on fire-arms that 
bring about a decrease in the population of the state.” 

Well! And some folks think I’m a little heavy-handed in my 
columns. 

Interestingly enough, in a snippet about Baptist Sunday 
school on another page, Christ was back in Christmas in a short 
piece about the church’s Christmas tree. 

Hmm. 

There was some good news printed, too. On another page we 
learn about John B. Willis Jr., a child from Tyrone (more on our 
river-dwelling friends in a moment) bitten by what the paper 
described as a “mad cat.” 

Not to fear. The boy was taken immediately to the home of 
Mr. S.O. Hackley, who applied the “mad stone” he owned to the 
injury. Following several applications of the “mad stone,” the 
boy was thought to be out of danger. 

Then there was news out of Ninevah, where three people par¬ 
ticipated in a banana-eating contest. The winner, Mr. Wood, was 
said to have “put away” 36 bananas in just 40 minutes. 

An ad by Blue Grass Grocery said bananas back then sold for 
15 cents a dozen, meaning Mr. Wood spent 45 cents to gorge him¬ 
self. 

There was also a poem about Tyrone, at that time a bustling 
marketplace that rivaled Lawrenceburg in size and offerings. 

Given that the poem speaks very poorly about what one 
might find in Tyrone, my guess is that the unnamed author was 
likely a business owner in the city. 

Here’s how it goes: 

We’ve often heard ’em say 
In a jesting kind o’ way 

That ‘Irishmen’ neath the turnpikes are entombed. 

If such the case be true, 

We’d have given a dollar or two 

To have seen the monster buried near Tyrone. 

Should you wish to Tyrone drive, 

And reach the place alive, 

A good guide you’d better take along. 

Else you’ll strike that awfid mound, 

Get thrown out on the ground, 

Then a prayer will be accompanied by a song. 

Most entertaining (to me, at least) was a remarkably early 
and hypocritical reference to our beloved Bourbon Trail in an 
advertisement for what appeared to be for a local passenger 
train. 

Headlined “The Road to Hell,” the ad included a message 
from S.R. Howser, general passenger agent. 

“More young men purchase mileage over THE BOOZE 
ROUTE than all other lines combined,” the ad says. “We don’t 
use it ourselves, and advise you not to, but, if you will have it, 
then we will furnish you the best made, namely: Old Joe, Old 
Taylor, Old Prentice, Cedar Brook, J.P. Ripy, McKenna, Etc.”

Now’s the time to check plant health 


M other Nature sure 
has been generous 
with the rain. Of 
course, there are pros and 
cons to everything. The 
bugs have been snacking on 
my flowers big 
time, and every 
time I think 
about spray¬ 
ing a repellent 
or sulphur on 
the leaves, rain 
comes. 

My roses are 
having a really 
tough time with 
both insects 
and black spot. 

If black spot is 
just beginning 
to show itself, spray with a 
mixture of 2 teaspoons of 
baking soda and 2 teaspoons 
of vegetable or horticultural 
oil in a gallon of water and 
spray the entire plant. 

My vegetable plants 
are growing inches by the 
minute and I haven’t had 
to turn on the hose for a 
while, but too much rain 
brings another set of issues. 
Excessive soaking after rain 
showers and storms can ruin 


plants’ roots because the 
rain pushes out oxygen. 

All parts of plants need 
oxygen to survive. Deep 
roots may be affected 
first, but shallow roots can 
also succumb to damage 
if wet weather continues. 
The rains cause leaching 
of nutrients from the soil, 
weakening a plants ability 
to grow and fight disease 
and pests. This means we 
have to add nutrients to the 
plants or soil to counter act 
the leaching. 

If you have laid down 
mulch, then foliar spray 
fertilizers are the easiest and 
fastest working. If your soil 
is bare, then side dressing 
with a dry fertilizer is best, 
though it will take a little 
time to work its magic into 
the soil. Keep in mind, work¬ 
ing wet soil is not a good 
thing. It compacts the soil, 
locking up nutrients. 

This is the time of year 
to add calcium, via oyster 
or egg shells, around your 
tomato plants to fight blos¬ 
som end rot. You can get oys¬ 
ter shells from farm stores. 
Potassium (the K in the 


N-P-K on a bag) is hugely 
important to help the plant 
fight disease. Wood ash and 
greensand are both organic 
forms of potassium you can 
use. Depending on your size 
of plant, start with a quarter 
cup greensand or a cup of 
ashes, and keep watch on 
the plant. Purplish leaves 
are an indicator of lack of 
calcium and/or potassium. 

When the day comes 
that the soil is dry enough 
to work, you might consider 
putting in more beans, by 
direct seed, and tomato 
plants for a late harvest. It’s 
also time to put those cab¬ 
bage, broccoli and cauliflow¬ 
er plants in the ground for 
fall harvesting. I just wish 
our dry days would coincide 
with my days off. 

Now, get out there and 
take a close look at the 
health of your plants. 
Remember that old adage, 
“An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure.”

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Know when to treat for pesky weevil 


Y ellow poplar weevils, also known as 
sassafras or magnolia weevils, are 
small black beetles that damage 
yellow poplar, sassafras, and magnolia. A 
distinct snout projecting from the front of 
the head occasionally causes 
them to be mistaken for ticks. 

Feeding damage 

Adults leave distinctive 
pockmark-type feeding pits in 
leaves that resemble curved 
rice grains in size and shape. 

Intense feeding may cause 
much of the leaf to turn 
brown. This insect occasional¬ 
ly becomes abundant enough 
to cause visible injury. 

In addition to damage done 
by adults, larvae feed as 
internal miners, causing areas of dead leaf 
tissue in poplar and sassafras leaves. Com¬ 
bined larval and adult activity can cause 
significant leaf loss. Healthy, established 
trees usually can tolerate the infrequent 
damage. 

Insect life cycle 

There is one generation of this insect 
each year. Adults pass winter in leaf lit¬ 
ter and begin to feed on warm days in late 
April and May. Before bud break, weevils 
attack swelling buds and leave their dis¬ 
tinctive feeding marks. As leaves unfold 
and enlarge, they, too, are fed upon. Holes 
in leaves (about an eighth of an inch in 
diameter) result from adult weevils punc¬ 
turing buds or feeding on lower surfaces. 
Mating and egg laving occur in Mav and 


early June. Eggs are placed in midribs on 
undersides of leaves. This injury can break 
leaf midribs. Newly hatched larvae move 
from midribs into leaves where they feed 
as leaf miners. When ready to pupate, lar¬ 
vae move to inflated portions of the mines 
and spin silk cocoons. 

New adults begin to emerge from leaves 
during the second week of June and feed 
on foliage. Sometimes they chew through 
leaves, but more often they remove only 
the lower epidermis and mesophyll, leaving 
the upper epidermis intact. This produces 
many chlorotic spots and results in the 
scorched appearance of severely attacked 
trees. Feeding by newly emerged weevils 
can be severe. Leaf drop occurs when dam¬ 
aged trees are also under drought stress. By 
mid-July adults have disappeared to their 
hiding places in leaf litter and will remain 
inactive until spring. 

Management 

Tree and shrub insecticides may be used 
to reduce damage to foliage. Treat when 
feeding damage is seen on about 10 percent 
of the branches and repeat as necessary. 
Weevils arrive on trees over an extended 
period of time; treating at the very first 
sign of damage may be premature and 
require an additional application in a few 
days. While the damage may be unsightly, 
injury to large, established trees in land¬ 
scapes or wooded areas probably will not 
harm the trees.

According to Barry Nothstine, director of mar¬ 
keting and product development for Bluegrass 
Cellular, Inc., the fiber optic cable installation is 
merely network enhancements for existing lines. 

“I know it doesn’t sound very glamorous, but 
it’s less about expanding the network coverage 
and more about improving existing coverage,” he 
said. 

“We are creating a bigger pipe, if you will, to 
add more bandwith and provide data for our cus¬ 
tomers that use those sites.” 

Nothstine said Bluegrass Cellular is not offer¬ 
ing any new services, just making behind the 
scenes improvements to infrastructure. 

However, Anderson County residents need not 
be downtrodden said Nothstine. 

“We are currently building our 4G network 
outwards and constantly trying to improve,” 
he explained. “While we aren’t offering a new 
service in that area now, we might in the near 
future.”

The Anderson County

but was delighted to find out 
she had been cast as the evil 
queen.

World-renowned group 
returns to Lawrenceburg

One of the biggest names 
in Nashville will be perform¬ 
ing Friday night, July 10, at 
Sand Spring Baptist Church. 

The Isaacs, a world- 
renowned acoustic group, 
will be the headliner as part 
of the Sand Spring Gospel 
Concert series. Also per¬ 
forming will be The Shireys, 
another family group that 
has become a local favorite at 
Sand Spring. 

The program begins at 7 
p.m. There is no admission 
charge but a love offering 
will be taken. 

The Isaacs have been trav¬ 
eling in full-time ministry 
since 1986, according to Lily 
Isaacs, who along with her 
three children - Becky, Sonya 
and Ben - make up the group 
that has won numerous Dove 
Awards from the Gospel 
Music Association. The Isaacs 
have also been nominated for 
several Grammys. 

The Isaacs strive to bring 
a message of hope based on 
their own life experiences, 
Lily Isaacs said in an email. 
She was born in Germany 
to Polish Jewish survivors of 
the Holocaust, but the family 
moved to New York when she 
was 2 years old. At age 35, she 
was diagnosed with breast 
cancer but beat the dreaded 
disease. 

“I certainly hope that our 
ministry is an experience of 
hope,” she said. “Through 


all of our personal trials and 
victories, we’ve tried to incor¬ 
porate this message in song 
and testimony. Of course, this 
includes my history with 
my parents as Holocaust sur¬ 
vivors and my battle with 
cancer.” 

Lily Isaacs is now a 31-year 
cancer survivor and her 
fight was the inspiration for 
perhaps the group’s best- 
known song, “I’m Gonna Love 
You Through It.” Written by 
Sonya Isaacs, her husband, 
Jimmy Yeary, and Ben Hay- 
slip, the song was a major hit 
for country music superstar 
Martina McBride. The Isaacs 
perform the song extensively. 

When the idea for the song 
came about, Lily Isaacs says, 
“They called me and asked 
some very personal and soul- 
searching questions. The next 
day, (Sonya) sang the song to 
me. I was deeply moved and 
I know the song has been a 
great blessing to millions of 
people world-wide.” 

The words to the chorus 
say, 

When you’re weak, I’ll be 
strong 

When you let go, I’ll hold on 

When you need to cry, I 
swear that I’ll be there to dry 
your eyes 

When you feel lost and 
scared to death, 

Like you can’t take one 
more step 

Just take my hand, together 
we can do it 

I’m gonna love you through 
it. 

While “I’m Gonna Love 
You Through It” is perhaps 
the most popular song to 


originate with The Isaacs 
to make it big, it is almost 
impossible to put the group 
in any one category. Their 
repertoire includes country 
and bluegrass, and the Isaacs 
often appear at the Grand 
Ole Opry. The group is also 
known for its work in the 
gospel music industry and is 
a regular feature on the Bill 
Gaither Homecoming series. 
The concert schedule is load¬ 
ed heavily with appearances 
in churches. 

“I’m not sure we can be 
labeled as bluegrass or coun¬ 
try or gospel, only,” Lily Isaacs 
says. “We actually are more 
Americana, in my opinion. 
We’ve had many opportuni¬ 
ties to perform in many dif¬ 
ferent genres. I feel like this 
happens because we are not 
concerned about being cat¬ 
egorized. We just write songs 
and arrange them the best 
way they sound. Our family 


writes songs about real life 
issues and that’s gospel music 
to me.” 

This week’s schedule 
underscores her assessment. 
Sunday, the group was to 
have played at the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle in New York. 
Thursday, the Isaacs are 
scheduled to play at the Bill 
Monroe Memorial Park in 
Bean Blossom, Indiana, before 
heading to Lawrenceburg on 
Friday. 

The music is full of 
variety, from “I’m Gonna 
Love You Through It” to a 
spine-tingling version of 
the old hymn, “I Must Tell 
Jesus” to the bluegrass stan¬ 
dard, “Daniel Prayed,” to a 
fun adaptation of the Bing 
Crosby-Andrews Sisters hit 
from 1944, “Accentuate the 
Positive.” 

Recently, the group was 
asked to sing at the funeral 
for country star Jim Ed 


Brown. 

“We befriended Jim Ed 
Brown by being on the Opry 
over the past 20 years,” Lily 
Isaacs said. “He was a wonder¬ 
ful person and good friend. 
When the family requested 
that we sing at his funeral, we 
were humbled. We recorded 
(Brown’s hit) ‘The Three Bells’ 
on our ‘Naturally’ CD, and 
have had the opportunity to 
sing this song with him on 
the Opry stage several times.” 

The Isaacs last appeared 
in Lawrenceburg when they 
packed the house at Sand 
Spring last January. 

Another full house is 
expected Friday. 

“We always enjoy coming 
to Lawrenceburg, Kentucky,” 
she said. “We hope to have a 
wonderful time of praising 
God and enjoying fellowship.”

1 1/2- 2 lbs shrimp- peeled and dev- 
eined (you can also do chicken or 
flank steak) 


1 onion-sliced 

3 tri-colored bell pepper- sliced 

2 tbsp canola oil 

Marinade recipe: 

1/2 cup vegetable oil 
Juice of 1 lime 
2 tsp cumin 
2 tsp garlic 
1 tsp salt 

1/2 bunch of cilantro- chopped 
1/4 jalapeho- diced 

Extras and toppings: 

Corn and/or flour tortillas 

Sour cream 

Cilantro 

Salsa 

Limes 

Guacamole 


(Grilled jalapehos- if you're brave) 

Instructions: 

Whisk marinade together and add 
meat. Cover and set in fridge for an hour. 

Heat 2 tbsp canola in skillet over 
medium night heat.

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Here's a letter to the millennial generation 


D ear young Christians of 
today, 

On behalf of my 
generation and our helicopter 
parenting, over¬ 
board praising 
for tying your 
shoes and giving 
every one of you 
a trophy just for 
showing up, I am 
truly sorry 
Recently, 

Anthony Brad¬ 
ley wrote a 
story in World 
magazine titled, 

“The ‘New Legal¬ 
ism,”’ in which 
he asserted that the push for 
Christians, especially all y’all 
young people, to be “radical” 
and “missional” is actually 
discouraging “ordinary people 
in ordinary places from doing 
ordinary things for the glory 
of God” 

By “radical” and “mission¬ 
al” Bradley means living a life 


like Shane Claiborne who has 
shunned a suburban lifestyle 
to become poor and make 
his home among the poor in 
inner city Philadelphia, living 
in community with them and 
struggling as they struggle. 

It seems since from before 
you were born we, your par¬ 
ents, grandparents, aunties 
and uncles, have been telling 
you how very extraordinary 
you are. 

However, Bradley thinks 
we’ve done you a disservice 
and that our heaps o’ praise 
have had the opposite effect 
on you in that now you think 
you have to be awesome and 
amazing like Shane Clai¬ 
borne, or at least well above 
average and best at every¬ 
thing you think, say, believe, 
do and attempt, and that 
that’s putting stress on you. 

Bradley wrote that the call 
to be radical and missional — 
living big and bold for Jesus 
to the point of sacrificing 


your own comfort and ease 
in order to identify with the 
poor and needy — is making 
you sad. 

He went on to say, “Today’s 
millennial generation is being 
fed the message that if they 
don’t do something special 
and extraordinary in this life 
they are wasting their gifts 
and potential.” 

Ordinary isn’t an option, or 
so Bradley says you believe. 
Ordinary is the same as 
failure to a generation with 
boxes full of trophies and rib¬ 
bons stored under their beds. 

It’s my generation’s fault 
you think this way, and for 
that I apologize. 

However, I’m not sure 
Bradley is correct in calling 
this push for you to live big 
and bold radical and mission¬ 
al lives for Jesus “legalism.” It 
is if you pursue it out of guilt 
or shame or from a drive to 
find your sense of worth and 
meaning in it. 


It is if you think we, your 
parents and grandparents, 
aunties and uncles, expect 
this of you. 

It is if you think God will 
love you only if you do. 

Jesus calls every one of his 
followers to live radically and 
missionally in that he tells us 
to deny ourselves, pick up our 
cross and follow him (Luke 
9:23), to love our enemies, 
forgive those who sin against 
us, to be sexually chaste, to 
live lives free from greed and 
filled with empathy, sympa¬ 
thy and compassion. 

I think the point that Brad¬ 
ley was trying to make, and 
in this I agree: Doing great 
things for God may not and 
most likely doesn’t mean 
being grand and awesome. 
Being great in God’s king¬ 
dom involves being least and 
being faithful in the small 
things. 

God may not call you to 
pastor a megachurch, sell a 


billion books or songs, build a 
school for orphans or start a 
revolution. 

He may call you to marry 
and stay married to one 
spouse, raise average children 
the best you can, work at a 
job with little recognition or 
fame, live in relative obscu¬ 
rity — and find contentment 
in all of that. 

The radical life is found 
in resting in the knowledge 
that whatever life God calls 
you to, there are no greener 
pastures, there is no higher 
thing, no better or more awe¬ 
some place for you. 

So, as you go out into the 
world and seek to find your 
place, remember that God 
calls you to his best for you.

Sports 
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Trail cameras are windows into the woods

A few paces inside a tree 
line that borders an open 
field thick with chest-high 
grass lies a tangle of nar¬ 
row, sun-dappled game 
trails just a stone’s throw 
from the Kentucky River 
below. 

Bo Spencer knows 
deer, turkey, raccoon and 
the occasional bobcat 
travel these thoroughfares 
because a trail camera he 
set up to photograph the 
spot has captured images of 
them. 

He’s returned this morn¬ 
ing to swap out the SD card, 
replace the batteries and 
see that the unit is operat¬ 
ing properly before mov¬ 
ing on to do the same with 
trail cameras deployed 
elsewhere on his family’s 
central Kentucky farm. 

“You can’t spend 24 
hours a day in the woods 
when you work and have 
family obligations but the 
camera can,” said Spencer, 
an information specialist 
with the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “You can see 
what’s there that you don’t 
get to see.” 

Trail cameras have 
evolved from somewhat 
of a novelty to one of the 
most sophisticated and use¬ 
ful tools available to hunt¬ 
ers, landowners and wild¬ 
life biologists. Biologists use 
them for research purposes 
and to derive density esti¬ 
mates. 

For hunters, setting 
trail cameras out now can 
pay dividends when the 
approaching hunting sea¬ 
sons open later this sum¬ 
mer and fall. 

“Your camera can scout 
when you can’t,” said Spen¬ 
cer, an avid deer and tur¬ 
key hunter who makes his 
own turkey calls. “Whether 
it’s a big deer, turkey or 
another species that you’re 
looking for, you can find 
out where it’s at. Right now, 
deer are holding to a sum¬ 
mer pattern. You can kind 
of gear up in preparation 
for the early archery sea¬ 
son.” 

The summer pattern 
for deer is characterized 
by limited movement. 
Therefore, areas near food 
sources and along travel 
corridors leading to and 
from those areas should be 
a focus. 

“Bucks aren’t spend¬ 
ing a lot of time on their 


feet. They feed at night or 
around sunrise and sunset 
and bed during the day,” 
said Gabe Jenkins, deer 
and elk program coordi¬ 
nator for Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. “Your female 
deer are going to move 
more because they’re feed¬ 
ing fawns. Their nutrient 
intake needs to be higher, 
so they’ll move a little 
more. 

“The pattern really 
changes right about the 
time our archery season 
opens in early September.” 

Setting a trail camera in 
an easy-to-access location 
minimizes disturbance 
to the area. Patience can 
limit pressure felt by the 
animals. Spencer gener¬ 
ally waits one to two weeks 
before checking a trail 
camera. 

“If I’ve got one around 
water that can fluctuate 
up and down if we get 
a rain, I’ll go move it up, 
take it down, whatever I 
need to do to make sure it 
doesn’t wash away or get 
swamped,” he said. 

The right mounting 
height for a trail camera 
may depend on the species 
of animal most likely to be 
encountered as well as the 
surrounding vegetation. 
Wind-blown tall grass or 
leaves can trip a camera, 
eating up memory and 
diminishing battery life. 


In general, 36 to 48 
inches off the ground is a 
good rule of thumb. Hunt¬ 
ers may want to place their 
trail cameras higher to get 
them out of an animal’s 
sight line and above veg¬ 
etation or if there are con¬ 
cerns about security. 

Where the camera is 
pointed can make a big dif¬ 
ference in image quality. 
Position the camera so the 
lens isn’t pointed directly 
in the direction of the ris¬ 
ing or setting sun. Direct 
sunlight can cause “lens 
flare” and reduce image 
quality. Angling the lens 
downward can safeguard 
against this effect. 

Batteries are the life¬ 
blood of the trail camera. 
Spencer doesn’t skimp. He 
prefers name-brand alka¬ 
line batteries. 

The newest trail cam¬ 
eras take high-resolution 
photos and high-definition 
video. Some models can 
wirelessly text photos to 
mobile phones or email 
accounts. Those photos 
may be stamped with the 
date and time but also the 
temperature, barometric 
pressure and moon phase. 

Spencer considers three 
primary things when 
choosing a trail camera: 
ease of use, quality of the 
pictures and features. He 
prefers at least an 8 mega¬ 
pixel camera paired with 


a 4 gigabyte SD memory 
card. 

“You don’t have to break 
the bank but you do want 
to weigh the options and 
get one that’s going to have 
really good picture quality,” 
Spencer said. “You could 
buy an inexpensive trail 
camera but you may not 
get a good array of features 
or good battery life or qual¬ 
ity pictures.” 

Spencer uses three types 
of trail cameras that vary 
in cost. 

“Mostly, I have infrared 
cameras because they’re 
often the most affordable,” 
he said. “A lot of times, peo¬ 
ple use black flash cameras 
in high-traffic areas where 
they’re trying to hide them 
from people. White flash 
cameras are going to pro¬ 
duce good night pictures. I 
really like to use my white 
flash camera in the fall 
and winter to take pictures 
of predators at night. They 
also work well for deer over 
a mineral site. The infra¬ 
red pictures get the black 
and white at night but can 
have a limited flash range.” 

Take time to read the 
owner’s manual and famil¬ 
iarize yourself with the 
trail camera’s features and 
functions. In turn, it will 
reward you with beauti¬ 
ful images and valuable 
insight into the land and 
the animals on it. 


Pete is still part of the Cincy All-Star Game story 


Soap opera has run its 
long and weary course 

B aseball’s best will be 
coming to Cincinnati 
next week. 

The all-star 
game returns 
to Cincy for 
the first time 
since 1988 
when the Reds 
were still at 
Riverfront 
Stadium, 

Schottzie was 
running the 
team and 
Jerry Springer was still in 
town. 

Those, my friend, were 
the days. 

Next Tuesday, it will be 
the National League All- 
Stars hosting the Kansas 
City Royals - well, almost 
- in the mid-summer clas¬ 
sic. It is only the third time 
in my lifetime the All-Star 
game will be played on the 
banks of the Ohio River. In 
addition to this year and 
1988, the best of the bigs 
descended on the newly- 
christened Riverfront Sta¬ 
dium in 1970. 

It’s kind of ironic how 
Pete Rose ties those three 
All-Star Games together. 
He dominated the post¬ 
game talk in ‘70 and now 
dominates the pregame 
discussion 45 years later. In 
between, he was managing 


the Reds to a fourth consec¬ 
utive second-place finish in 
the National League West. 

Back in 1970, if you 
remember, Rose scored 
from second base in the 
bottom of the 12 th inning to 
give the National League a 
5-4 win over the American 
League. He raced around 
third base, then bowled 
over Cleveland catcher Ray 
Fosse for the winning run. 

At the time, Fosse was 
considered by some to be 
close to Johnny Bench as 
the best catcher in the 
game. I know, it seems silly 
today, but Fosse really was 
that good. 

He was great until Pete 
ran over him. 

It seems kind of ironic 
today that so many see 
Pete Rose as the guy that 
Major League Baseball 
has run over. Twenty-five 
years ago, or just a season 
after the last time the 
Reds hosted the All-Star 
Game, Pete was removed as 
manager of the Reds and 
permanently banned from 
baseball, meaning that his 
4,256 major league hits are 
not enough to get him to 
the Hall of Fame. 

But from this corner, 
it’s not that Major League 
Baseball has run over Pete 
Rose as much as Pete ran 
over himself. 

For 20 years, I went back 
and forth on whether Pete 
Rose should be in the Hall 


of Fame. Some say it is a 
no-brainer that he should 
be, but I am not convinced. 

There’s little doubt that 
having more hits, playing 
in more games and hitting 
more singles than anyone 
in history should put one 
in the Hall of Fame in most 
instances. And there can be 
little doubt that Pete Rose 
was the sparkplug for the 
Big Red Machine, which 
dominated the National 
League from 1970-76. 

But the pertinent ques¬ 
tion is whether Pete bet 
on the game while he was 
playing or managing? That 
is the cardinal sin in any 
major league sport and that 
is known to anyone who 
plays in the leagues. We 
can hash and rehash all the 
tired old arguments, but 
they do no good. 

Does Pete Rose have the 
records to get in the Hall of 
Fame? 

No question. If someone 
disagrees, then I wonder 
what you would have as 
his standard. 

However, do I care any¬ 
more? 

Nope. 

Repeat, I don’t care if 
Pete Rose is in the Hall of 
Fame or not. 

He was a great hitter, 
one of the best switch-hit¬ 
ters of all time. He played 
with the passion that Ray 
Fosse experienced, a pas¬ 
sion for the game that was 


so intense that Pete was 
quoted as saying, “I would 
walk through Hell in a gas¬ 
oline suit to play baseball.” 

But what was once a 
tragic and pathetic story 
of someone not able to 
confront or control his 
weaknesses has become a 
sideshow to my favorite 
sport. Just recently, ESPN 
ran a report that Pete bet 
on games as a player from 
1984-86. 

To be sure, Pete has 
said time and again he is 
sorry for what he did to be 
banned from the game, but 
it usually comes across as 
shallow. He might be sin¬ 
cere, for all I know. 

What I do know is the 
trust just is not there any¬ 
more. 

To be also sure, Major 
League Baseball uses Pete 
to its advantage, from 
parading him out with the 
All-Century Team in 1999 
to giving him a limited role 
in some major events. It 
looks like MLB really has 
run over Pete. 

But ultimately, Pete 
did most of the damage to 
himself. 

And, really, I have just 
grown weary of the soap 
opera. 

I no longer care whether 
he’s in the Hall of Fame or 
not.
